FAIL? 


The Lord Was Ignored 
_ In the Meeting 


HE immediate cause for the 

complete failure of the London 
Economic Conference may have 
been the friction between the gold 
standard countries and the United 
States, but the ultimate cause is 
more likely the effort of sixty odd 
nations to settle their momentous 
problems without God, as smaller 
international conferences did suc- 
cessfully in Geneva, London, Ber- 
lin, Paris and Washington. 


If the representatives of all the 
nations had gotten down on their 
knees at the opening of the Con- 
ference to implore light and direc- 
tion from the Ruler of Nations it 
is likely that He would have ac- 
corded it. But the persistent policy 
of nations to settle their own as 
well as world difficulties altogether 
independently of Him, Who has 
important interests in this world, 
invites the opposition of Heaven. 
This was emphasized 3,000 years 
ago by David in his second psalm: 

“The kings of the earth stood 
up, and the princes met together, 
against the Lord and against His 
Christ... He that dwelleth in 
Heaven shall laugh at them, and 
the Lord shall deride them. 


“And now, O ye kings, under- 
stand, receive instruction you that 
judge the earth. Serve ye the 
Lord with fear, and rejoice unto 
Him with trembling.”

But 
let us read on: ‘He decreed also 
that all readings varying from his 
edition should be rejected as in- 
correct: that it should never be 
altered in the slightest degree, un- 
der pain of the anger of God and 
His blessed Apostles Peter and 
Paul, and if any man presumed to 
transgress this mandate, he was to 
be placed under the ban of the 
major excommunication, not to be 
absolved except by the Pope him- 
self.’ Mr. J. Paterson Smyth might 
have spared himself writing this 
arrant nonsense had he taken the 
trouble to learn the value of theo- 
logical terms, and the technical 
language of the Church. . . 

“Let me state for Mr. Smyth's 
information that the Pope’s gift of 
infallibility cannot be exercised 
upon, nor applied to, any questions 
but such as refer to faith and 
morals. To pretend that the Pope 
is infallible in deciding a point of 
grammar or philology or textual 
criticism, as such, or in determin- 
ing what is or what is not a correct 
Greek or Hebrew construction, etc., 
is to display a lamentable ignorance 
of the whole doctrine of infallibil- 
ity. As well say that the Pope is 
infallible in deciding questions of 
astronomy and chemistry.” 

Now, the simple truth is that 
there was no pretension of infalli- 
bility in anything decreed by either 
of these Popes with respect to the 
editions of Sacred Scripture issued 
during their reigns. For the sake 
of uniformity, the Council of Trent 
had decreed the use of the Vulgate 
Latin Bible of St. Jerome through- 
out the Church and had declared it 
to be the “authentic” Catholic ver- 


sion of the Scriptures because it 


taught no heresy, not because it 
was free from textual errors. In- 
dividual copies of the Vulgate 
might be faulty, yet the Vulgate 
itself, as a whole, was all right. 
The Council left it to the wisdom 
of the Ho'y See to decide when, 
where, how, and by whom the text 
should be corrected and published; 
it also requested that the other 
texts, the Hebrew and the Greek, 
were to be brought out as well as 
the Latin. 

As a preliminary step to the cor- 
rection of the Vulgate, and as a 
book of reference, Pope Sixtus V. 
decided to issue a critical edition 
of the Greek Septuagint. This Six- 
tine Septuagint has never been 
surpassed. The work of correcting

lius Lentulus, is said to have writ- 
ten it to the Roman Senate. Al- 
though the famous Publius prob- 
ably never lived, we would like to 
think of the manuscript ascribed 
to him as a true picture of our 
Redeemer. It develops beautifully, 
like the unfolding of an exquisite 
rose: 

“There lives at this time .in 
Judea a man of singular character, 
whose name is Jesus Christ. The 
barbarians esteem Him a prophet, 
but His followers adore Him as the 
immediate offspring of the immor- 
tal God. He is endowed with such 
unparalleled virtue as to call back 
the dead from their graves, and to 
heal every kind of disease with a 
word or touch. His person is tall 
and elegently shaped——his aspect 
amiable, reverent. His hair flows 
in those beautiful shades which no 
united colors can match, falling in 
graceful curls below his ears, 
agreeably crouching on his should- 
ers, and parting on the crown of 
his head like the head-dress of the 
sect of Naines. 


Interesting Description 


“His forehead is smooth and 
large, His cheeks without spot save 
that of a lovely red; His nose and 
mouth are formed with exquisite 
symmetry; His beard is thick and 
suitable to the hair of the head, 
reaching a little below His chin, 
and parting in the middle a little 
like a fork; His eyes are bright, 
clear and serene. He rebukes with 
majesty, counsels with mildness, 
and invites with the most tender 
and persuasive language. His 
whole address, whether in word or 
deed, being elegant, grave and 
strictly characteristic of so exalted 
a being. No man has seen Him 
laugh, but the whole world beheld 
Him weep frequently; and so per- 
suasive are His tears that none 
can refrain from joining in sym- 
pathy with Him. He is very mod- 
erate and wise. In short, whatever 
this phenomenon may turn out in 
the end, He seems at present a 
man, for excellent beauty and di- 
vine perfection, every way surpass- 
ing the children of men.” 

This mosaic of Christ is inter- 
esting. There is the usual mention 
of the sorrow of the God man. But 
the amiability of Christ is em- 
phasized. Although decisive in 
judging sin, He is kind, genial. 


Should this appreciation of the 
Master be from the pen of an 
enthusiastic disciple, it is good 


enough to be true. 

Christ must have had person- 
ality. His was not a glamorous 
appeal through sensational thea- 
tricals or high pressure advertis- 
ing. He had inherent magnetism, 


qualities of heart that necessarily 


call His personality. Theologically, 
of course, it refers to His Divine 
Sonship. We are thinking of per- 
sonality in the popular sense. 

Christ was the quintessence of 
it. He had supreme attractiveness. 
From the time of His birth when 
His loveliness was surrounded by 
legions of angels to the day of His 
dereliction on Calvary He brought 
thousands upon thousands of souls 
to His feet. 


Drew Sinners to Him 


Mary Magdalen was sotted with 
sin, her eyes glazed from the in- 
roads of lust; the Centurion was a 
man of war, his sinews strong 
from battle, his eyes keen only for. 
conquest and spoils; the woman 
caught in sin had a despairing 
heart, leaden with her shame; the 
young prince sparkling with preci- 
ous stones had everything good 
and desirable in life, horsemen, 
mansions, health, love; the apostles 
for the most part were unlettered 
matter of fact, fishermen with lit- 
tle idealism, weather-beaten from 
exposure, unenthusiastic, hard to 
convince, yet all of these fell down 
before the personality of Christ. 
His magnetic touch drew them 
irresistibly to His heart. 

Certainly a gloomy, forbidding 
individual could never have accom- 
plished this. Especially would He 
have failed with sinners and chil- 
dren. A _ sinmner’s conscience con- 
tinually haunts him. And invari- 
ably there comes the urge to re- 
pent. Then fears stalk him, He 
looks for kindness and considera 
tion. If unfound, despair and per- 
haps perdition follow. Children, on 
the contrary, are seldom fearful. If 
they love, they found their affec- 
tion on genuineness. Testiness and 
ill-nature immediately repel them. 


In Christ, we find sinners and 
children continually beneath the 
touch of His hand. It is a conclu- 
sive proof of the charm of the God- 
man. 


It is our prayer that all of us 
shall some day merit eternal glory. 
The thought is doubly happy at 
knowing that we shall be sharing 
eternity with Christ. The charm 
of His human presence, the beauty 
of His smile, the consoling melody 
of His voice—like some glorious 
unending sun-burst, they will rad- 
iate happiness over the loyal sub- 
jects of the King of Kings.

‘skis ruling says, in part: 

“A student whose parents or rel- 
atives are financially able to sup- 
port him, or who otherwise has suf- 
ficient income to cover expenses, 
will not be permitted to work either 
for wages or for board and lodging.

Fliers At Chicago

capacity and a throng estimated in 
excess of 25,000 filled adjoining 
streets to catch a’ glimpse of the 
aviators. 

Following the Mass, General 
Balbo and his companions went to 
the “Century of Progress” F xposi- 
tion. They were guests at luncheon 
in the trustees’ room of the Hall 
of Science, and afterwards General 
Balbo delivered an address from 
the Italian Pavilion. At the con- 
clusion of General Balbo’s re- 
marks, Governor Henry Horner of 
Tilinois and the Most Rev. James 
A. Griffin, Bishop of Springfield in 
Illinois, were escorted to the bal- 
cony, where the leader of the air 
armada, who is also Italy’s Min- 
ister of Aviation, conferred upon 
them the Cross of Lombardy and 
of the House of Savoy, in token of 
his country’s admiration and 
friendship for Illinois. 

The Italian fliers brought the 
day to a close at a banquet tender- 
ed them by the Italian-American 
Society at the Stevens Hotel. In 
keeping with General Balbo’s deter- 
mination to conserve the strength 
of his fliers, some of the celebra- 
tions planned in their honor were 
eliminated. 

When the great air fleet landed 
on the waters of Lake Michigan 
early Saturday evening, it was 
estimated that the fliers had com- 
pleted their epoch-making flight in 
forty-seven and one-half hours of 
flying time. General Balbo’s plane 
was the first to land, and it bore 
as a passenger Augusto Rosso, 
Ambassador of Italy to the United 
States, who had joined the fliers 
at Montreal. Following an ex- 
change of greetings between Mli- 
nois and Chicago officials and the 
fliers aboard the U. S. S. Wilmette, 
General Balbo and his companions 
were escorted to Soldiers’ Field, 
where 100,000 persons were as- 
sembled to greet them.

Freedom of Worship 
Vital To Independence 
Says Josephus Daniels 


Mexico City.—Freedom of wor- 
ship is included in “five salient 
points which must constitute the 
backbone of the new Declaration of 
Independence,” Josephus Daniels, 
United States Ambassador to Mex- 
ico, declared in an address delivered 
here. 

Speaking at an American Inde- 
pendence Day celebration, Ambas- 
sador Daniels suggested observ- 
ance of the holiday by writing a 
new Declaration of Independence 
“phrased to suit the modern era.” 
One of the truths held to be “self 
evident” by the 1933 Declaration 
would, he said, be: 

“That the possession of liberty 
must include the unrestricted right 
of freedom of thought, freedom ox 
speech, freedom of the press, free- 
dom of worship.” 

The other four salient points of 
the 1933 Declaration as set forth 
by the Ambassador were that the 
national resources of the country 
“are of right and are the property 
of all the people”; that it is the 
duty of government to exercise “the 
necessary wise statesmanship” to 
insure every willing worker the 
“inalienable right to a job”; that 
in this period of distress the con- 
trol of agencies of industry, com- 
merce and agriculture shall be 
guided by the government when 
such direction is necessary to insu.e 
the welfare of the people or to pre- 
vent monopoly, and that life ard 
prosperity cannot be protected “u::- 
less wars can be effectively out- 
lawed by the substitution of a-*it- 
rament in the high court of reason 
rather than by recourse to arms.” 

Declaring that the 1933 document 
was a “Declaration of Independence 
from the present-day foes waich 
frustrate the abundant life, deny 
the fullest liberty” and impede 
happiness, Ambassador Daniels 
said that if the neople “are awake 
to this dedication to patriotism” the 
Declaration of 1933 “will bear ripe 
fruits, as much needed for our gen- 
eration as were those Jefferson en- 
visioned in 1776.”

If She Were Your 
Daughter 


Human sympathy is not fully 
developed until one has the power 
of realizing how another feels 
under given conditions and specific 
circumstances. This is not to im- 
ply that the sympathetic heart has 
actually sustained a similar wrong, 
been guilty of a like transgression, 
enjoyed a corresponding experi- 
ence, been pressed to the earth by 
a common sorrow or tragedy, or 
been transported by the same hap- 

iness that another has captured, 
ut it does mean that such person 
has the capacity to sense the pain, 
the gladness, the success, the de- 
feat, and even the shame of sin and 
disgrace that wounds the heart of 
a fellow being. 


Often we write sternly of the 
looseness of our times, the inde- 
cencies countenanced and even par- 
ticipated in by so-called good 
Christians, and suggest ways and 
means of counteracting these cur- 
rent evil influences through proper 
education, supervision and general 
eare of the young child and the 
adolescent. And we endeavor to 
the best of our ability to point out 
the dangers confronting our young 
men and women. But though we 
warn parents to be vigilant and 
urge young people to be virtuous, 
we hope the spirit of love domi- 
nates the words we write and the 
thoughts they convey. 


Each of us has been taught that 
“charity covers a multitude of 
sins.,” that “the quality of mercy 
is not strained,” and often during 
the year, and particularly during 
the month of June, we recite the 
Litany of the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus, and we say with apparent 
sincerity and seeming ardor, 
“Heart of Jesus, full of goodness 
and love—-Heart of Jesus, patient 
and most merciful—-Heart of Jesus, 
bruised for our offenses,” and so 
on. But do we remember that 
Jesus was bruised for our offenses 
when we circulate scandal about 
another, because of suspicions 
aroused either because of the weak- 
ness of our evil minds or the fool- 
ish but often not malicious indis- 
cretions of our neighbor’? . Are we 
patient and merciful with 
neighbor? Do we remember that 
Jesus was “full of goodness and 
love?” 


And even if our neighbor has 
succumbed through human. weak- 
ness and offended God gravely, is 
it right and proper that we, who 
are sinners too, perhaps not in that 
particular respect in which our 
neighbor has failed, but in some 
other way——that we should cireu- 
late the lapse from grace; the hu- 
man loss of good reputation, the 
sacrifice of womanly dignity, the 
disfigurement of virtue? Notice, 
we use a feminine illustration. 
This for the reason that gossipers 
do not usually go far out of their 
way to wag their tongues about 
the misadventures of men. On the 
contrary, they feed on more deli- 
cate, sensitive food-——the reputation 
of a young girl, or of a woman 
snared through her affections, or 
mayhap, worse, through her evil 
inclinations. 


The Heart of Jesus was ever 
kind to sinners, to the weak, to 
those caught in the evil tide of the 
world’s seductiveness, and He 


reached out a tender helping hand, 


ordering the onlookers who were 
without sin to east their stones. 
Holy Scripture pointedly reveals 
there were no stones cast. 

We fee] now, as has always been 
our opinion, that people who enjoy 
seattering dirt, i. e. salacious 
stories about their neighbor, may 
be pure in physical act, but there 
is something lamentably wrong 


with their heart, and their thought’ 


channels are bound to be clogged 
with debris of sundry vagrant 
imaginations, not controlled in 
their incipiency, or they would 
have a different attitude towards 
their neighbor. 

These thoughts are in no sense 
offered in cendonation of vice, nor 
with the view of making sin seem 
of small consequence to our young 
people, but they are suggested 
with the hope that when a girl or 
woman has inflicted upon herself 
a mortal wound, that grandmother, 
mothers, and all Christian-minded 
women should be considerate in 
their endeavor to reinstate her in 


said 


virtue and to wash away the hatin 
and the hurts that have come to 
her, perhaps, in fact, because she 
has not enjoyed the care that all 
youth should anticipate from par- 
ents, at the vibrant period in their 
young lives when they most need 
guidance, control, and tender par- 
ental affections. 

Loose standards—large freedom 
wide covering of territory by 
automobiles—the inflammable mov- 
ies—the salacious novel and the 
indecent tabloid—jazz dancing— 
seant covering for girlish forms— 
worldly example by parents—<cor- 
rupt social practices—and > 
sional, but far too many (though 
of course even one would be too 
many) collapses .of the not too 
strong fibre of some of our young 
women! 

Suppose it were your daughter! 
Would you desire that your neigh- 
bor exercise self-control and not 
seatter the story? Who knows? 
Your daughter may be the next 
unfortunate one. Have a care. 

But there is a more vital cau- 
tion to be uttered, which trans- 
cends the human consideration. 

Even to circulate the truth about 
your neighbor, when it seriously 
injures her reputation, is a mortal 
sin. There is one exception: the 
truth may be told to warn an inno- 
cent party, to protect that innocent 
one from contamination, or other 
serious harm. 

We are told there are many 
mansions in Heaven. It is the 
writer’s understanding that there 
are also many positions in hell, but 
we have never heard of Christians 
scrambling to occupy a box in that 
abode. But, though we are far 
from being a theologian, we do be- 
lieve there are reserved seats in 
that place of everlasting torments 
for those who deliberately rob an- 
other of his or her good name, 
provided, of course, such reputa- 
tion thief dies unrepentant. 

Guard your own daughters, do 
what you can to protect other girls 
and women with whom you asso- 
ciate, control your idle tongues, 
and if you are not capable of men- 
tal prayer, set them in motion 
with devout recitations of the Ros- 
ary. Pray for sinners, be zealous 
to reclaim the weak, give broad 
sympathy to the young who have 
‘heen trapped by their impetuosi- 
ties in unguarded moments, take 
them to your heart, in your mercy 
turn their thoughts to virtue, and 
let your own chastity fashion a 


Strange as it may seem, often 
the very poor, who are weary from 
hard labor, give more personal at- 
tention to their children than par- 
ents with ample leisure and com- 
fortable means. These latter too 
frequently are crowded by_ social 
functions and selfish seeking of 
happiness. But the earnest Cath- 
olic mother who is home-bound be- 
cause of the care required by her 
growing children, and the domestic 
duties to be performed by her 
alone, will see to it that there are 
spare moments stolen for the price- 
less joy of playing with their little 
ones, expressing love for and 
teaching them not only their pray- 
ers, but the other useful things In 
life. 

It should not weaken a cause to 
repeat often that it is a worthy 
one, that there are certain things 
to be done in its furtherance, 
neither should repetition of the 
fact weaken the conviction that 
child-training should start early, if 
it is to be effective. One of the 
best ways to strengthen the will 
of your child is to wisely discipline 
it. Last week we reviewed Dr. 
James J. Walsh’s “Sex Instruc- 
tion” book, and now we desire to 
quote therefrom, in an endeavor to 
help you mothers to teach your 
growing, sons how to become 
strong, virtuous men. Dr. Walsh 
says: 

“The practice of repression and 
self-control of any kind helps also 
in the sex sphere. The Comte de 
Maistre, who was for many years 
ambassador to St. Petersburg and 
whose “Soirees of St. Petersburg” 
are very well known, has a very 
interesting reflection with regard 
to this that is so practically sig- 
nificant that it deserves to be re- 
called here with special emphasis. 
He had moved for many years in 
the high society of the early nine- 
teenth century when self-control 
was not much expected and less 
practiced, and his experience there- 
fore is valuable. He said: ‘Every- 
thing that hinders a man, strength- 
ens him. Many a man of thirty 
years of age is capable of success- 
fully resisting the allurements of 
a beautiful woman because at the 
age of five or six he was taught 
voluntarily to give up a toy or a 
sweet,’ ”

Not only should your little boy, 
but also your girl, enjoy 
hours of play out of doors each 
day. It well for children to 
play the old-fashioned games that 
require much hopping, skipping 
and running, for this exercise is 
good for the physical health and 
diverts certain developing vitality 
into proper channels.

Most youngsters en- 
joy fishing, particularly the boys, 
but little girls who are sturdy are 
not averse to casting a line and 
some are equal to attaching the 
bait, but not many, unless indeed 
it be of the artificial variety.

Dear “Very Hopeful Friend”: 


you. Evidently you did not read 
the “Birth of a Mutual Antipathy” 
which appeared in our department 
a little over a month ago, which 
related that two friends agreed to 
tell each other all their faults, and 
the result was that they had not 
spoken for five years. 

But the matter about which you 
write is serious, for it affects the 
salvation of your soul. There is 
but one thing for you to do, and it 
should be done at once. Make a 
General Confession. It is the only 
way to repair the sacrilegious con- 
fessions and communions of which 
you have been guilty. 


There is no reason for you to be 
afraid to confess your sins, which 
fear has been the occasion of these 
sacrileges. The city m which you 
reside is large enough that you 
could go to a strange priest, if that 
would make you more comfortable. 
But, my dear, your own Pastor 
would take such wonderful care of 
you, if you were to go into the 
confessional, kneel down, and in 
childlike candor tell him that you 
want him to help you, that you 
have concealed sins, that you have 
always suffered from. shame and 
fear of acknowledging your sins, 
and that you want to amend your 
life by confessing every sin that 
you have ever committed, so far as 
you can recall. 


The priest will be kind and un- 
derstanding. Remember that he 
represents our Lord, that though 
he listens to your sins, advises, 
prescribes your penance, and pro- 
nounces the words of absolution, it 
is the Precious Blood of Jesus 
Christ that washes your soul free 
of sin. Our Lord was unfailinely 
kind and gentle with sinners. The 
good priest does his utmost to fol- 
low in his Master’s footsteps, in so 
far as it is humanly possible, and 
it is both his duty and his wish to 
welcome sinners to repentance and 
to encourage them in every way 
possible. 


Perhaps you will understand 
'better how the priest feels when I 
tell you that even a simple lay

| Prof. John A. Staunton, assistant 
‘professor of philosophy in the col- 
lege of arts and letters, will leave 
the University of Notre Dame in 
‘September to study for the priest-

hood at the College of Beda in 
Rome. 
| Prof. Saunton, now in his 70th 
year, has been given a leave of ab- 
sence to complete his studies. He 
will then return to teach at Notre 
Dame again. He will be a secular 
‘priest. 
| The life of Prof. Staunton has 
been colorful and varied. He spent 
20 years among the head hunters 
of Luzon in the Philippine islands. 
He was ordained a clergyman in 
the Protestant Episcopal church in 
1892. He became a convert to the 
Catholic church in 1930. 
: Born in Michigan 

His brother, Henry C. F. Staun- 
ton, is an associate professor of 
English at Notre Dame, a former 
editor and president of Alpha Chi 
Rho national fraternity. 
| Prof. Staunton was born in Ad- 
rian, Mich., April 4, 1864. He re- 
ceived his bachelor’s degree in min; 
ing engineering at Columbia uni- 
versity in 1890. He taught Latin 
and mathematics at Fort Hill 
school, Rochester, N. Y., in 1887-88. 
From 1901-03 he was United States 
deputy superintendent of schools in 
the province of Cebu in the Philip- 
pine islands. 
| He became superintendent of the 
Igorat schools, Sagada, Mountain 
province, Philippine islands in 1904, 
a position he retained until 1925. 

He was awarded on June 6, 1923, 
‘the class of ’89 gold medal of Co- 
lumbia university “for distinguish- 
‘ed achievement in unifying the 
technical, moral, and spiritual edu- 
cation of the Igorotes of Northern 
Luzon, Philippine islands.” 

Author of Many Novels

With Catholic priests and nuns 
the victims of persecution some- 
times resulting in death, in China, 
Russia and Mexico, it is well for 
us to recall that the older countries 
supposedly more civilized, have in 
times past martyred the faithful 
Members of the Church. Even 
France, tho proud of her title of 
“Eldest Daughter of the Church,” 
made victims of priests and nuns 
in her revolution. 

Among these were the Blessed 
Martyrs of Orange, thirty-two 
nuns, of which sixteen were Ursu- 
lines, thirteen were Sacramentines, 
three Cistercians and one a Bene- 
dictine. They gave up their lives 
for the faith in July, 1794, victims 
of the hatred bred in the French 
Revolution. The Ursulines were 
from several communities, nine 
from Bollene, four from Pont-St. 
Esprit, one from Carpentras, one 

the Convent Pernes, one from 
isteron. 

The Religious constituting the 
band were taken into custody at 
various times and places, and were 
breught together at Orange, the 
scene of their martyrdom. For two 
long summer months, they were 
held in prison, subjected to most 
repugnant associations and treated 
with the utmost contumely. Even 
here the good Religious, as far as 
was possible, converted the prison 
into a monastery, following as 
closely as the¥ could the daily suc- 
cession of spiritual exercises. At 
five o'clock each morning they be- 
gan their usual hour of meditation, 
followed by the recitation in com- 
mon of the Office of the Blessed 
Virgin, Then they read together 
the prayers for Holy Mass. The 
live-long day was spent in acts of 
piety and of charity to their fellow- 
prisoners. 


The executions began on the 
sixth of July, and from that date 
forward an immediate preparation 
for death was added to the general 
devotions. No one knew the day 
that would bring her turn, hence 
they daily recited in common the 


prayers for Extreme Unction and 
Holy Viaticum and lovingly renew- 
ed their baptismal and religious 
VOWS. 

Each morning at 9 o’clock the 
summons came for some of the 


ous tribunal. At 6 o’clock in the 
evening the loud roll of the drums 
and the cries of the mob told that 
the condemned were being led to 
the scaffold. Those left in the pri- 
son, prostrate, repeated the prayers 
for the agonizing and the recom- 


knowing full well that another day 
might find them in the same need. 
Having waited an interval, during 
which they knew that their former 
companions had “paid in full” for 
the love they bore their Spouse, 
they mutually congratulated and 
encouraged one another to face 
with joy their own supreme sacri- 
fice of the morrow. By the 26th of 
July all had passed to their heaven- 
ly reward. 

The process of this cause was 
extremely simple. No political or 
legal feature ever entered into this 
glorious epic. The victims were ar- 
rested because of their faith and 
the influence that, through that 
faith, they were quietly exerting 
upon the youth of France. The one 
test to which the revolutionary tri- 
bunal subjected them was the de- 
mand to take the oath of allegiance 
to a godless government. Their re- 
fusal was prompt and unflinching 
and their reward a martyr’s crown. 
A few years ago these heroic souls 
were raised to the honor of the 
altar and the world may invoke

BISHOPS’ STATEMENT ON THE 


CRISIS IN WORLD AFFAIRS 


(Continued from last week) 

The system of social service 
which has been built up in our 
country during the last quarter of 
a century is not without its grave 
dangers. Social workers, while 
earnest and well-meaning, too often 
intrude into the sacred sanctuary 
of conscience and weaken home in- 
fluence. Some, imbued with an ab- 
solutely false and pagan philosophy 
of life, having no vision beyond the 
material, do not hesitate to engage 
in a propaganda that is abhorrent 
to the Catholic conscience. They as- 
sume responsibilities which belong 
only to parents and to guardians of 
children. Whatever weakens family 
ties and lessens the influence of the 
home is a matter of grave concern 
to both State and Church. 


Economic Nationalism 


As the means of communication 
and transportation become more 
perfect day by day, the economic 
interdependence of nations becomes 
more apparent and present in- 
creasingly difficult international 

roblems. The entire human race 

the right of access on reason- 
able terms to the resources, mar- 
kets and settlements of the whole 
earth. It is entirely reasonable that 
a government should rigorously ex- 
clude all dangerous and unworthy 
candidates for citizenship, and even 
temporary visitors of such a char- 
acter. Economic nationalism may 
have the gravest consequences, and, 
if carried to extremes, may be pro- 
foundly immoral. International 
cooperation in debt agreements, 
markets for finished goods, access 
to raw materials, and movement of 
population on a reasonable basis 
are necessary. Even our country, 
with its wealth of natural resources 
and its highly developed irdustrial 
technique, cannot stand alone. The 
oneness and solidarity of mankind 
make economic isolation impossible. 
That truth should lead our ration 
to make such agreements as are 
necessary for the immediate and 
future welfare of her own people 
and for the happiness of mankind. 
Wars are born of internationa! in- 
justice, isolation and rivalry. In- 
ternational life, relations and re- 
sponsibilities should be recognized 
and entered into according to the 
principles of social jastice and 
social charity. 

The Farm Problem 


For long years the pivotal im- 
portance of restoring the purchas- 
ing power of those immediately en- 
gaged in agriculture, and of -de- 
veloping the farm as the source of 
the nation’s supply of food and 
clothing, has not been recognized. 
We have failed to acknowledge 
that six million farms have provid- 
ed the widest diffusion of privately 
owned productive property in the 
United States, as well as the widest 
diffusion of self-employed families, 
in contrast to the regimented em- 
ployment of men in factories and 
in urban industries generally. Be- 
cause of our unsound agricultural 
policy there has been a movement 
of our rural population to the 
great industrial centers 
revolutionary in character; 


dreds of thousands of farm families 
have been driven from the position 
of owners and independent tillers 
of the soil to that of tenants and 
day laborers on 
farms.

Much may 
be accomplished by legislation; but 
nothing that Congress or the Pre- 
sident can do will offer a final solu- 
tion unless it be accompanied by 
a revival among the people at large 
of a firm resolve that any solution, 
whatever its character, must be an 
expression of the Christian con- 
ception of justice and fair-dealing. 
Business, whether big or little, 
banking, whether national or inter- 
national, capital in its relations 
with labor, and labor in its rela- 
tions with capital, must all be made 
to feel that any departure from the 
Christian code of morals will bring 
on those who are guilty universal 
censure and reprobation. 


Unemployment 


Unemployment has been our 
greatest problem in the economic 
crisis. It has taken from the wil- 
ling worker the means of earning 
a livelihood, deprived him of his 
purchasing power and made him an 
object of charity. 

In’ a country so marvelously 
blessed as ours no man should find 
it impossible to exercise the right 
given him by nature to earn his 
bread in the sweat of his brow. In 
no part of the globe has nature 
been more lavish’in providing all 
that men need for their comfort, 
their well-being and their prosper- 
ity. Rich and fertile soil, varied 
climatic conditions, mineral re- 
sources in abundance, have given 
opportunity to a people industrious 
and inventive to provide better and 
higher standards of living for 
themselves and their families. The 
spirit of self-reliance and independ- 
ence which is almost universal 
among the people of our country 
found expression, whenever possi- 
ble, in an effort to make provision 
against the uncertainties of illness 
and old age. The universality of 
savings banks and building . and 
loan societies gives abundant evi- 
dence of the. general spirit of 
thrift and self-helpfulness and of 
a desire for economic independence. 


But, on the other hand, and in 
spite of these tendencies and efforts 
among the great mass of the peo- 
ple, the wealth of the nation gra- 
dually flowed into the hands of the 
few. Capitalists and industrialists, 
driven by greed, ‘monopolized the 
sources of wealth and gained con- 
trol of the products and profits 
made’ possible by the progress of 
technological science, to their own 
enrichment and to the impoverish- 
ment and enslavement of the 
masses. These few, in order to in- 
crease their riches and power, have 
made the machine a curse rather 
than the blessing that it should be, 
to lighten the toil and shorten the 
hours of the worker. Being content 
with a minimum of profit to ensure 
employment for all and to permit 
all to share the comforts produced 
by the machine is far from the 
thought of these financial mag- 
nates, who have been made by our 
modern economic system, as Pope 
Pius XI says, “hard, cruel and re- 
lentless in a ghastly measure.” 


His Holiness lays down the prin- 
ciple that in the restoration of the 
economic world capital should be 
allowed a reasonable interest only 
on the amount invested. “In (the) 
future a just share only of the 
fruits of production (should) be 
permitted to accumulate in the 
hands of the wealthy.”

Following in line with the great 
Council of Trent, other religious 
communities of men and women 
arose that have made a reputation 
wherever the “least of His breth- 
ren” are found. Among the more 
familiar are Sisters of the Good 
Shepherd, organized in France in 
1642, for the purpose of reclaiming 
delinquent girls. The Good Shep- 
herd Sisters are with us today, but 
silver and gold cannot repay them 
for their work. Another commun- 
ity, originating in France, and 
known to us as The Little Sisters 
of the Poor, was started by a~pea- 
sant girl to care for the aged. The 
record of this organization, like 
that of the Good Shepherd, needs 
no plaudits; it “shines with the 
brightness of eternal light”. 

Of course, this article can be 
only a brief outline of some of the 
more outstanding movements of a 
charitable nature that arose within 
the Church since Constantine’s de- 
cree of liberty. It would require 
thousands .of volumes to treat all. 
The Catholic Church has considered 
it a holy thing to alleviate human 
misery. “She displays the tender- 
est charity towards the lowly and 
the oppressed” (Rerum Novarum 
of Pope Leo XIII). So when would- 
be critics complain of the Church 
going a-begging notwithstanding 
Her marvelous wealth, they may 
look around and see where the re- 
turns from this begging reach. 

They will see orphanages, nur- 
series, asylums, kindergartens, 
schools for Indian children, schools 
for Negro children, schools for 
Chinese children, and for the chil- 
dren of the South Sea Islands. They 
may see industrial schools, high 
schools for boys and girls, aca- 
demies for young ladies, technical 
schools for young men, colleges of 
this kind and that for specialized 
study, seminaries, and universities. 
Thus may be seen where the fruits 
of Catholic begging go. 

But the greatest Apostle of char- 
ity of all time is St. Vincent de 
Paul; and since the Society which 
bears his name, uses him as its 
model, it is well to consider some 
of his activities, before appraising 
the young Frederic Ozanam, who 
actually founded the Society near- 
ly two centuries later. 

The story of Vimcent de Paul 
reads like a twentieth century ro- 
mance. It is thrilling and colorful 
all the way through. Born of a 
peasant family in France; captured 
by Algerine pirates a few years 
after ordination; sold as a slave, he 
escaped with his master, whom he

Vincent de Paul, in whose foot- 
steps members of the worldwide So- 
ciety which bears his name, try to 
follow. Having studied at Toulouse, 
he received Holy Orders there in 
the year 1600, at the age of twenty. 
Shortly after this it appears he in- 
herited a small amount of money 
in Marseilles, and was returning 
from that port on board ship when 
he was captured by pirates and 
taken to Tunis, where he was suld 
into slavery with many others. 

In those days piracy was ram- 
pant in the Mediterranean; all the 
Mohammedan states lived off it, by 
the grace or mutual jealousy of 
European powers, and thousands of 
Christians were enslaved. It so hap- 
pened that Vincent de Paul’s mas- 
ter had been brought up a Chris- 
tian in Italy, that our saint con- 
verted him, and that after a stay 
of two years, both master and 
slave escaped to France, in 1607. 

Freed from slavery, Vincent re- 
sumed his theological studies, but 
this time in Rome. He was chosen 
in 1609 to take an important mes- 
sage to Henry IV, and he is next 
heard of in charge of a small par- 
ish near Paris, named Clichy, 
which he administered on!y a short 
time, leaving there to become tutor 
to children of a distinguished fam- 
ily called de Gondi, where he also 
acted as chaplain. 

Vincent de Paul’s heart, however, 
was with the poor and lowly; and 
with the consent of his patron, 
Madame de Gondi, he started giv- 
ing missions to the country people 
employed by the nobility. His mis- 
sions became very popular, and 
Vincent was much sought after to 
honor social functions of the elect. 
As the missionary’s life could not 
conform to the calls of a society 
world, Vincent withdrew from the 
family of his wealthy patron, and 
became cure of Chatillon-les- 
Dombes. Here he started his first 
Conference of Charity, which has 
since grown worldwide; the model 
from which Frederic Ozanam was 
to build. 

In 1617, his former patrons, the 
de Gondi, recalled him to resume 
his missions after four years ab- 
sence, and these proved so success- 
ful the second time, that other 
priests joined him and a Conference 
was started in every town in which 
a mission was given. 

The French Government in those 
days treated its convicts inhuman- 
ly. They were forced to serve in 
the galleys amidst the horrible sur- 
roundings, weighted down with 
chains and crowded into dark, un- 
Sanitary quarters at night. For 
food they were served black bread 
and cold water, then at the mere 
whim of an official the miserable 
wretches were flogged until their 
bodies became covered with bruises. 
Such was life in the galleys, and 
hence the name “galley slave” that 
-has survived to our day, is under- 
| stood to mean all that is degrading 
in human punishment. 
| Here was a field for Vincent de 
Paul, and thither his great heart 
‘turned, offering both material as 
' well as spiritual suecor. Fortunate- 


‘ly for the convicts, Vincent de) 
'Paul’s former patron, M. de Gondi, | 
_was general of all the galleys. With | 
his cooperation the saint went to| 


work to ameliorate their condition; 
visiting them and helping in every 
_ Way, he.first won their confidence 
.and esteem; then he preached to 
'them. By this work, in which he 
|was aided by other priests, many 
‘convicts were converted, A house 
was bought, which Vincent used as 
'an hospital for the convict sick in 
' Paris. 

Through the Grace of God our 


‘Saint was at this time appointed | 


‘by the King as royal almoner of 
all the galleys, a position he used 
to extend his charitable and spirit- 
ual work to all the seaports of 
l'rance. Some years later he had 
the satisfaction of building a hos- 
pital for the convicts in Marseilles, 
_ Vincent de Paul’s next great 
work was to establish the now well- 
known order of priests, officially 
named “Congregation of the Mis- 
sion,” for work among the poor. 
| Scarcity of priests was a problem 
then in France, and priests were 
needed for the missions. To solve 
this problem, Vincent with the help 
of Richelieu. established a seiain-
